Tbe Bullet TVoand*. 


One bill went through the left ear and

them was working. When he went in ilr 
Pearl sai.J, that a boy told him that a 
fellow had shot a girl and later when 
Holden had been in the shop five minutes 
or more Mr. Pearl told him of the 
affair 


and he Immediately left the shop. There 
was a policeman across the street while 
he was in there and Mr. Pearl says* that 
when Holden saw the officer he went to a 
corner and sat don-n. After that it 
thought he caught the 5 o'clock train to 
Xew York. 


Where Holden Boarded. 


Within a year Holden had. S1200 left 


him by a relative in Germany and he went 
over aud obtained it. At the time he had 
a girl in that country but she jilted him. 
Thus ho had money available if he cared 
to use it. 


After his return ho went to live at Mrs. 


Thome's on Tyler street and here he first 
met his victim wbo was then a table . girl 
at the house. 


Mrs. Thome had a good opinion of 


Hohlen. She said he was a pood looking, 
polite young fellow and had always pafd 
regularly. She thought, however, that ho 
had ra'.her a quick temper. 
He had al- 


ways worked steadily. 
Of late, however, 


lie had been drinking some. ''He was 
drunk on Saturday ami had been drinking 
on Sunday. Became in to dinner yesterday 
nt 12.50 and after dinner I saw him and 
said, 'So you were out fishing yesterday.' 
lie said that he was. Tes,' I replied,'and 
you caught a big head.' 


"Well, I did," was his reply. 
Mrs. Tuorne's son noticed that Holden 


seemed rath'iSruiervoiis. 


Mrs. Tuorn<Mvas also aware that HoM- 


cn had a revolver. He annoyed' her by 
firing it off in the vicinity of the house on 
July 4th.

The Police at Work. 


All the police were hunting high and 


lo\v for Holden last nighc but their efforts 
were ineffectual.

feet seven inches, slim frame, thin face, 
rather high, but specially prominent cheek 
bones, complexion light and inclined to 
sallowness, and mustache rather dark for 
his complexion.

To Make 12O Miles an Honr. 


It is generally conceded that 60 miles an 


hour is tho practical limit of speed on 
stc-am railways, as at present constructed. 
It is rather startling thereforo to bo told 
that a company has been formed and thnt 
capital has been obtained for the purpose 
of erecting a railway which, will bear 
trains nt double this speed. A hundred 
and twenty miles an hour is a speed that, 
if maintained, would carry ore around 
tho world in a trifle over eight days.

ybeen placod In charge of the principal 
\uguudes. While It is 'economical and de- 
sirable to hnvo tho reserve forces of the 
army near tho groat centers of cmnmuni. 
cation, General Miles urgently contends 
that those points should be selected soiuly 
for their strategic value, and that the ten"- 
•duucy towards concentration should not- 
be carried to the point of depriving tho 
western settlements of proper protection. 


Under the head of coast defense General 


Milos states the condition of these defenses 
is such as to require decided aud immedi- 
ate action for their improvement.

required to pay an indemnity of $5,000,000,- 
000. 
While the railroads might trans- 


port 1,000,000 brave men to tho ':oast, they 
would be- useless without appliances to 
cope with the modern engines orf war,, and 
with all our intelligence, pride, Inventive 
genius and enterprise we aro as far behind 
in tho modern appliances of war as China- 
or Japan. 


Such were the conditions six years ago, 


says General Miles, and sucli are the con- 
ditions today, with the exception of the 
slight progress made at San Francisco. 
Tho entire gulf coast and all tho great 
cities of tho Atlantic coast, northward to 
Philadelphia, are entirely without modern 
guns. In position are a few obsolete guns, 
and none of these batteries co.uld stop a 
single first-class warship, much less a fleet. 


General Miles, in support of his recom- 


mendation for adequate coast defenses, 
loints to the fact that tlio batteries at 
Moultrlo and Sumter kept at bay for four 
years tho most powerful navy of the 
world. Ho says that our people cherish 
two misleading delusions—first, that tor- 
pedoes can be depended upon to protect 
our coasts, and, second, that its 4000 miles 
of coast can bo defended by a navy. 


Torpedo Plants Crippled. 


Ho shows that torpedo plants are useless 


without protective batteries, and that tho 
waler in our principal harbors is so deep 
ihat light draft war vessels might pass 
>ver torpedo mines without danger. Ho 
assorts that the recent maneuvers in Eng- 
and have shown that even the powerful 
British navy Is unable to defond the Bdt- 
sh coast against a foreign fleet, therefore 
10 argues that the main reliance must bo 
upon coast batteries. 


Willie he does not anticipate war in the 


near future, he shows that in the last 20C 
ears, in less than 10 per cent of tho wars 
avo there been any formal warning or 
leclaration before hostilities, and it would 
equire years of time to construct modern 
foapons of war; It would bo unwiso to 
isregard tho lessons of history. In our 
wn eouEtry for.^nearly £00 years there has 


uever been a period of- &T yeara in which it 
has not boen involved In war. 


He points to tho case of China, which 


made tho fatal mistake of relying upon its 
vastly superior numbers for safety, and 
argues-that the best guarantee of peace is 
a condition of readiness for war. 
There- 


fore he strongly recommends tlie construc- 
tlon of all the higher power guns and sys- 
tems of defense called for in tho general 
plan of tho board of ordnance and fortifi- 
cations aud other boards. 


General Miles concludes his report with 


several 
recommendations intended to 


bcnciit the condition ot tho officers'and 
men and attract to the military service tho 
best element in the community.

A disjiatch to The Times from Constan- 


tinople says Kiamil Pasha, just appointed 
to the post of vali of Aidin, after having 
raised strenuous objections to the repre- 
sentatives of foreign governments, be- 
cause of his appointment to the undesira- 
ble position of vali of Aleppo, is still very 
sick. He.was suffering severely when he 
embarked on the steamer ordered to take 
him to Symrna by 'the Turkish govern- 
ment, but members of his family received 
significant hints that It would be advisa- 
ble for him to depart at once. Not one of 
his friends was allowed to approach the 
house or the boat for the purpose of bid- 
ding him farewell. 


Reports have been received at Constanti- 


nople of tho new disturbances at iloosh. 
The British embassy at Constantinople is 
in possession of the reports, but so far no 
details have been received. 


A dispatch to The Standard from Con- 


stantinople 
says 
that the sultan is 


alarmed because of the present, critical 
state o£ affairs. From Arabia, the moss 
vulnerable point of the Turkish empire, 
news has arrived of a conflict between the 
Turkish troops and the Arabs near Senha, 
in which 30 persons were killed.
